We had a thought of reprieving Dr 
Jones, the city Post Master of this place, 
another week, as we understand he has un. 


der gone no slight punishment from fear of 


the Cholera, which it seems drove him 
from his Post: But the people say, let us 
have it, we look to you for impartial justice 
to Claymen as well as Jacksonmen. So be 
it, then, we will not see foul play shewn not 
even to a Blue skin,though they have played 
us many a foul trick. When General Jack- 
gon came into office, as President, it was 
anderstood*he would turn out all old incum- 
bents, without regard to politics or parties. 
This is admitted by all republicans to be 
just in a republican government and was 
the main object, the very principle, upon 
which General Jackson was elected. The 
people had been wearied with complaints of 
the frauds and insolence of their servants in 
every part of the government. They came 
—they saw that it was true, and turned their 
eyes towards General Jackson as the fittest 
man to put a stop to these abuses, and he 
was elected. Such were the shameful a- 
buses of this same City Post Office (pre- 
vious to Judge M’Lean’s administration, 
however)that one of the carriers, or Clerks 
perhaps, openly boasted (so it is said) that 
one letter built him a house, another furnish- 
ed it, another paid fora horse, and another 
a Gig, &c. We heard nothing of this 
while Judge M’Lean acted, though doubt- 
less the Messrs Bradleys played a double 
game in the contracts and Post Office funds, 
which has been proved; of this M’Lean had 
no knowledge we are sure. But upon the 
accession of his successors, turn out, was 
the word, and some of the incumbents, bad 
men to be sure, were turned out of the city 
Post Office, and some of the best. men in 
ourcity. This was all righi, so far as it 
went. But why were not ALt turned out 
upon the same principle? Why, because 
some of them were Jacksonmen; we know 
no other reason. Now we happen to know 
a few'of the “turned out,” and the “‘left in.” 
Of the first was Mr. Sweeny, one of the 
honestest men in the city, and kept matters 
straight in the office. For ourselves, we 
never had any difficulty while he was ia the 
Post Office; and let the other clerks re- 
moved, be as bad as they may, those left in 
are worse, as we willshow. This argues 
no plan or system whatever. The object 
the people had in view, was to turn out all, 
and by so doing make sure work. They 
were disappointed. But upon the question 
of principle, the same principle which re- 
quired the removal of the old incumbents 
(which was reform) required their places 
to be filled with honest and efficient men.— 
The people- have seen how this has been 
complied with. Dr. Jones, the principal,may 
be an honest man, for aught we know, 
(though we believe it can be proved he took 
enclosures out of lettera) But he lacks 
judgment, application, and self-respect.— 
He draws his salary, visits the Post Office 
a few minutes, not every day, but generally, 
reads a few Newspapers and returns to his 
practice in the city, or takes a jauat of 
pleasure into the country: for this he re- 
ceives $2,000. Mr. Cockran,being a broth- 
er-in-law of Dr. Jones, without any other 
claims, that we know of, under the pretence 
of assisting Dr. Jones, usually stays at his 
dwelling in Georgetown, or somewhere 
else; we have never seea the geutleman but 
three times,in the office, (though this is no 
evidence he is not there) and the less he is 
there the’ better, as he is one of those Blue- 
ns. He receives $1500. Thus, when 
maa receives an Office, the government 
ddled with his kindred, Besides va- 


this office, of which we have been credibly, 
informed, by the gentlemen themselves, $27 
was mailed to us, lei of Feb., 1890, by Mr.

We immediately 
wrote on to one Kennedy, a letter carrier, 
who had, on many occasions, rendered us 
various kind services, and whom we liad 
ever found honest, to know if the money 
had arrived. His reply was, that “it had 
not, but he would look in the dead letter 
office.” why did he not do so in the first 
instance? Showing the letter to Mr. Eich- 
‘uotian he was alarmed, and said it certainly 
had gone to Washington, as the mail it went 
in was not opened on the way. He then 





; wrote himself to Dr. Jones, and so did we, 
‘remaining at Pittsburg till his answers to 
both letters arrived, whicl brought the 
isame news, “had searched the dead letter 
' office, but no letter or money could be found.” 
‘This took up several days, we then lett 
Pittsburg, first addressing a letter to the 
Post Master General, if the money was not 
‘forth coming we would prosecute every one 
lin the office. This produced the money. 
| Now the law requires that, after a certain 
‘number of days, letters not called for must 
ibe advertised. perhaps 3 months, and then 
returned to the dead letter office. This 
letter was neither advertised nor sent to the 
dead letter office; ‘“‘and where was it?” “It 
was on the shelf, knowing you were absent 
we did not wish torun you tothe expense 
of advertising.” ‘Then why did they deny 
it? But what sort of clerks, assistant, and 
principal, are these? aii sworn to do the 
duties of their office. The natural presump- 
tion is, that a man who perjures himself 
Once will do so again, and the man who con- 
ceals money to day will do it to-morrow, 
and of course, ought no longer be trusted.
